nor as it might rea- 
sonably be expected to 
do. Something there 
may bein the soil, some- 
thing in the climate, 
something in the cha- 
racter of the people, to 
account in part for this 
result ; but the fact that 
the normal occupation 
of the great bulk of the 
people of Ireland is 
never ina thriving state 
reflects, indirectly at 
least, discredit on the 
law. All parties have 
admitted this, from the 
time of the Devon Com- 
mission down to the 
last debates—all parties 
have concurred in the 
confession that the sys- 
tem which has worked 
well in England and in 
Scotland has constantly 
and miserably failed in 
Treland, 

We profess to be a 
practical people; to 
guide our reason by the 
logic of facts ; to care 
less for philosophical 
abstractions than forthe 
teachings of experience, 
In most respects this 
profession is verified by 
our conduct; in one, how- 
ever, it is flagrantly con- 
tradicted, When we 
assume that our insular 
experience is the expe- 
rience of the whole hu- 
man race, and that the 
laws and cusioms which 
have been found appli- 
cable here must be appli- 
cable elsewhere, we are 
guilty of the most un- 
practical conduct, The 
legal relation of land- 
lord and tenant in this 
country may be, and 
perhaps is, everything 
that can be desired, At 
any rate, it has allowed, 
if it have not promoted, 
& marvellous expansion 
of agricultural enter- 
prise, skill, and success ; 
and no class, that we 
are aware of, wishes it 
to be reconstituted on a 
different basis. But it 
is by no means 4 priori 
self-evident that what 
has suited us so well 
will be equally suitable 
for all others, The 
smooth working of 
our landlord-and-tenant 
system may be due to 
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many other causes besides the excellence of our laws—to our 
political history, for example, to the manner of our social 
development, to our constitutional temperament, to a hundred 
other modifying inftuences. As Mr. J, Stuart Mill reminded 
us, that which we accept as an incontestable rule the rest of 
the world treats as exceptional. It is “strong meat” for 
Treland—too strong for digestion—it does not nourish her— 
it disagrees with her—she is fretful and emaciated—and it is 
not merely unpractical but unreasonable if, because we have 
assimilated it, and like it, and thrive upon it, we insist upon 
its equal adaptation to the wants and weakness of an ailing 
sister quite otherwise brought up. 

Her Majesty's Governmernt—wisely, we think—have co 
the eonclusion that legislation for Ireland needs to be con- 
formed, “ not to English routine, butt rish exigencies.” Ona 
this bypothesis they have framed the.. Tenure and Improve- 
ment of Land Bill, which the popular representatives of Ireland 
have bailed with unaffected gratitude, The general object of 
the bill is stated by the Attorney-General for Ireland to be “ to 
benefit the tenant without interfering in any way with the just 
rights of property,” and, with a view to this result, “ to facilitate 
and promote the practice of written contracts between land- 
lords and tenants,” This object they attempt to carry out by 
a novel and skilfully-devised set of provisions, of which the 
following may be regarded as the most characteristic. Under 
a lease for thirty-one or any greater number of years an out- 
going farm-tenant will have no claim upon his landlord for un- 
exhausted improvements. It is supposed that the length of 
term during which he will enjoy a legal hold upon the land 
will admit of his deriving the full benefit of any outlay he 
may have incurred to increase its value, But, if the tenant is 
not thus protected, then, in case of his eviction by his landlord, 
he will be able to claim compensation for any expenditure 
be may have made in improving his holding, in proportion 
to the inereased letting value of the property. That value is to 
be ascertained by a valuer acting under the Commissioner of 
Public Works, with a final appeal, in the event of disagreement, 
to the Chairman of Quarter Sessions, without intervention of a 
jury. The bill, however, gives no retrospective compensation. 
It does not apply to contracts made before the date of its 
passing into an Act, The gist of the Government proposal is 
that, in the absence of a written contract between the parties, 
the tenant's outlay for the improvement of the property he occn- 
pies shall be protected against the possible caprice or rapacity 
of the landlord ; but it gives the landlord the option of shield- 
ing himself against the possible ignorance, extravagance, or 
waywardness of the tenant by allowing him to retain any or 
all his existing power over his own land, and making his reserve 
a matter of written stipulation between himself and his tenant, 
The effect of the whole will be that a tenant will have con- 
fidence in making such improvements as may best answer his 
purpose on the land he hires, assured tat, if turned out before 
he has reaped the full benefit of them, the law will award him 
equitable compensation ; and, on the other hand, that a pro- 
prietor, so far as he cares to exempt himself from this liability, 
will be able to do so by means of a written contract with his 
tenant, 

The proper question for a statesman to put to himself with 
reference to these proposals is, not whether they accord with 
the highest abstract conception he can form of the relation of 
landlord and tenant, nor whether they would suit the circum- 
stances and habits of the agriculturista of Great Britain, but 
whether their adoption would tend to evoke enterprise in the 
cultivation of the soil in Ireland by securing to the actual tiller of 
the land a just share of the fruits of his outlay, skill, and industry, 
Let the measure be fairly judged by this standard, and not 
much room for doubt as to its value will, we think, be dis- 
covered, That it will be thoroughly sifted before it is per- 
mitted to pass is matter for congratulation rather than regret. 
The change it embodies is bold and broad; but if, on examin- 
ation, it appears well adapted to Irish wants, and likely to 
secure the confidence of the Irish peasantry, we hope that 
neither its boldness nor its breadth will prevent its being 
accepted by both Houses of Parliament, and so becoming law 
before the close of the present Session,

Whooping-congh continues to be very fatal; the deaths from 
it were 108 Sixty-one children died of meadies. Two deaths from cholera 
were registered in the week. In Bethnal-green a boy, aged two years, died of 
“shock and effusion of serum from being attacked and bitten by a came- 
cock.’’ ‘Three deaths from carriage accidents were registered in the week. —— 
In the week that ended on Saturday, May 26, the births registered in London 
and twelve other large towns of the United Kingdom were 4093; the deaths 
registered, 3259. The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 
The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per’ 1000 in London, 27 in 
Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin ; 27 in Bristol, 19 in Birmingham, 40 in Liver- 
pool, 23 in Manchester, 39 in Salford, 37 in Sheffield, 35 in Leeds, 27 in Hull, 
27 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 29 in Glasgow. The rate in Vienna was 37 per 
1000 during the week ending the 19th ult., when the temperature was 1°5 deg.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 
FRANCE, 
(From our own ) 

Paris, Thursday, May 31, 
Tue talk of Paris during the past week has been confined, for the 
most part, to three topics—the assembling of the anticipated Con- 
ference to avert, if possible, the threatened war; the inaction dis- 
played by the Conference now sitting here on the Roumanian affair— 
the said Gentesmes a with receiving the Porte’s protest, 
and declaring the election of Prince Charles of Hohenzollern to be an 
infraction of the treaty of 1856; and, finally, the race for the “Grand 
Prix de Paris,” which attracted between two and three hundred 
thousand spectators to witness it at Longchamp on Sunday last. 

The day was beautifully fine, and, what was of equal moment, 
agreeably mild, We are told every year by the London ne 
that the ecene at Epsom on the Derby day cannot be matehel else- 
where on the face of the globe. The same may be said of Long- 
champ when the “Grand Prix” is ran for, . Bear in mind the beau- 


tiful situation of the course, surrounded, as ib is, by a belt of trees— 
on one side the Bois de Boulogne, with its lakes and its cascades; on 
the other Suresne and Saint Cloud, and the waters of the

Seine, with Mount Valerien rising up behind, and far away in the dis- 
tance the wooded heights of Meudon—a veritable Cliefden in its way. 

The company that came in vehicles and took up a — within 
the inclosure began to arrive early, so as to secure the best places. 
The more distingué visitors, who arrived much later, alighted at the 
entrances to the “ tribunes,” in front of which they promenaded until 
the races commenced. The ladies’ dresses were almost gorgeous. 
Such a brilliant display of colour, rendered almost dazzling by the 
sun's fierce rays, seemed to belong to the traditionary splendours of the 
East rather than the accustomed dinginess of the West. In the 
inclosure the carriages were packed together in a dense mass twenty 
or more deep, Outside this line were the sweepstake and betting 
drags, covered with bills setting forth the attractions they offered to 
all who were speculatively inclined.

Some time before the event of the day came off the Emperor, 
Empress, and Prince Imperial arrived on the ground; accompanying 
them were the Princess Mathilde and some Grand Dachess — possibly 
the Grand Duchess Marie, sister of the Emperor of Russia— 
with whom the Emperor promenaded for a time in front of 
the tribuncs, and a numerous suite. A fair sprinkling of 
the English nobility, with nearly the whole of the English 
sporting celebrities, were present, to witness the exciting contest 
in which Ceylon, the Duke of Beaufort’s horse, came off victorious, 

For some days previously it was felt that the French horses had no 
chance, and that the struggle would be between Ceylon, Mazeppa, and 
Primate, The start was an excellent one, Count Lagrange’s horse, 
Auguste, taking the lead, with Bertie, Mazeppa, Fernando Cortes, and 
Monarch of the Glen at his heels. At the windmill Auguste fell back, 
and by the time the cascade was reached Maravedis had worked his 
way tothe front. He and Mazeppa ran neck and neck for some 
distance, till Ceylon, Primate, and Auguste came up, when Maravedis 
fell back, and the other four horses kept together, Auguste having 
slightly the lead. Before the distance-post was reached, however, 
Auguste showed symptoms of being beaten, and Ceylon and Primate 
came to the front. Ceylon soon broke away, and won by a length, 
Primate was second, Mazeppa third, and Auguste an indifferent fourth, 
When Ceylon returned to the paddock and the Duke of Beaufort 
advanced to the Emperor to receive the elegant chased gold and silver 
vase with which the Emperor had supplemented the stakes, the 
English present gave forth a loud cheer, which the Frenchmen 
gallantly responded to, although they had been again beaten on their

From Vienna we learn that the formation of four fortified canps— 
on the left bank of the Danube, near Vienna; at Teschin. in Austrian 
Si'esia; on the Bohewio-Saxon frontier; and at Krensier, in 
Moravia— have been decided upon. 

A frigate, a war-sloop, and a despatch-boat belonging to the 
Turkish navy have arrived at Antivari to guard the coast of Albania 
against ony sudden landing of the Italian volunteers, 

The assertion that General Garibaldi has left Caprera for the coast 
of the Acriatic is withont foundation, Communications recently re- 
ceived in London state that the General was etill on the island. 

The /talia of May 27 says, “General Turr, who paid a visit te 
Garibaldi, has returned to one. He left the General in perfect 
health, and awaiting the order of the Government to leave Caprera, 
General Turr will be attached to the volunteers.” 

“ Menotti, the eldest son of Garibaldi, arrived in Florence this 
morning,” says the Jiritto of the 26th, “We believe that he will at 
once be appointed to the command of a corps of volunteers, to whom 
he has already given more than one proof of his valour.” 

All the information from Italy, both that contained in the national 
journals as well as that communicated in the correspondeace sent to 
various foreign newspapers, speaks of the intense excitement existing 
in that country. From Florence, Milan, Turin, Rome, and all along 
the frontier the news arrives that war is regarded as imminent and is 
even desired by the people and the army. Neither the statesmen of 
Italy nor the nation seem to have any faith in a congress or in its 
results, Volunteers are flocking to the volunteer dépit: from all 
directions, and some of the first nobles of the land are enrolling them- 
eelves under the national banners.

THE UNITED STATES. 
President Johnson has again used his high privilege and vetoed the 
bill admitting Colorado as a State into the Union. It is reported that, 
at the recommendation of General Grant, he is about to disband all 
the regiments of white volunteers remaining in the service.

A Fenian mass meeting took place on the 15th ult., but the senate 
faction took no part in the proceedings, and neither Roberts nor 
Sweeny was present. Stephens delivered a long speech, describing the 
“- and progress of Fenianism. He exhorted Irishmen to be united, 
and they would be fighting British troops in Ireland in the open field 
within the present year; but if unity in America could not be ob- 
tained, the Irish at home would be dispirited, the organisation be 
broken up, and the Irish race exterminated in Ireland ! 

CANADA, 

A military exhibition was opened, on the 14th ult., at Montreal, by 
General Sir John Michel, Commander of the Forces. An address was 
read to his Excellency by General Lindsay, in which industrial pursuite 
for soldiers were strenuously advocated. To encourage this object the 
exhibition was originated. Her Majesty the Queen has desired her 
name to be added as patron to the movement,

ings. At the present rate of progress, it would seem that the 
House desired to sit not only in, but all through, the recess, 
On Monday evening the promised assent was formally given 
by the Government to the proposal of Mr. Bouverie, that the 
Franchise and Redistribution schemes should be united, and 
the requisite instruction to the Committee was agreed to. 
But there was no Committee to instruct. 

A county member, Sir Rainald Knightley, was seized with a 
desire to introduce a third feature into the bill, as if it were 
not already large enough, He proposed that it should reform 
not only the representation, but the represented and the 
representatives. He asked that anti-bribery clauses might 
be inserted. Of course, there were arguments in favour 
of this, as there are in favour of most other inexpedient 
things. It seemed “symmetrical” to deal with the whole 
system of election. Moreover, there have been many flagrant 
cases in which the uselessness of the present laws on the sub- 
ject of bribery has been illustrated, Thirdly, there is no doubt 
that the more you extend the franchise, the more chances you 
offer to the briber ; and the most enthusiastic stickler for the im- 
maculate virtues of the class composed, according to Mr. Mill, of 
habitual liars, will scarcely deny that, in certain constituencies, 
extension of the franchise must mean the exposing increased num- 
bers to undue influences, the elegant term for sovereigns and beer, 
There was a good deal to be said, no doubt, for Sir Rainald's 
proposals ; and it may, without disrespect, be affirmed of the 
House of Commons that it is always happy to have an oppor- 
tunity of saying severe things against bribery. The Govern- 
ment opposed the introduction of new matter into the Reform 
Bill, and it was fairly urged that there was no real connection 
between enfranchisement and penal legislation, But a variety 
of influences were at work, in addition to the normal gratifica- 
tion which the Commons feel at denouncing illegal elec- 
tioneering ; and, on a division, Sir Rainald Knightley, the 





Conservatives, and the Adullamites beat the Government, and 
obtained twice the majority by means of which the second 
reading of the Franchise Bill was saved. 

Mr. Gladstone was equal to the occasion, He never con- 
descended to regard this majority against Government as a 
defeat, but only found in it another hint as to the wishes of 
the House, and he obeyed it as deferentially as he obeyed the 
desire to have the whole scheme instead of half, to have the 
two schemes proceeded with simultaneously, and to have both 
bills embodied in one. It was but a fourth surrender of Govern- 
ment resolve, and that is nothing to a Ministry with a purpose, 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer gravely said that he should 
be ready to receive the proposed clauses, Strictly speaking, 
he did not accept the decision of the House in a regular way, 
and will probably be told that he ought to have undertaken to 
carry out the expressed will of the Commons. But the Oppo- 
sition was too jubilant over its victory to be particular. The 
division was regarded as a good omen for the enemies of the 
bill. It appears to us to show only that the whips had not 
deemed it necessary to work very hard—only 486 voted. 

But the gage of battle was then flung down in earnest, 
though it came from a Liberal hand, Captain Hayter, member 
for Wells, stood forth to do by the redistribution scheme what 
another Liberal, Lord Grosvenor, did by the Franchise Bill— 
that isto say, to offer an amendment in which all the dis- 
contented may join the avowedly hostile. He proposed to 
declare that this part of the bill was inexpedient and unjust. 
He or his father, Sir William Hayter (late whip), or both, had 
gone carefully through the plan, and had satisfied themselves 
that it was thoroughly bad, so bad that Captain Hayter was 
authorised to assert that Sir William, had he been in office, 
would have resigned sooner than assent to such a measure ; 
and this is a pretty strong declaration, as the excellent ex- 
whip was not remarkable for easily disagreeing with his party. 
We need not examine the arguments against the details 
of the scheme. There can be no doubt that it was hastily 
put together, upon a rough-and-ready principle which has 
led to many absurdities, and there are too many interests 
affected by every line of the bill not to make it certain that 
such things would infallibly be pounced upon, But the House 
would have a Distribution Bill, and would not accept the 
“dummy” which Mr, Gladstone could have given them, while 
a real bill should be prepared with due deliberation, It may 
not have been statesmanlike to undertake a task which could 
not be satisfactorily discharged in the time allowed ; it might 
have been a worthier course to declare that such a bill 
demanded months of study, and to refuse at any price to 
produce a vamped-up measure. But, after all, the Ministry did 
but yield obedience to the orders of the House, and no doubt 
did its best in the unfavourable circumstances, The unfortunate 
Redistribution Bill, however, is now being exposed to crucial 
tests, and it seems pretty clear that while a single experiment 
remains to be tried the merciless analysts will persevere in the 
| process. We necessarily write before the second night's 

debate, but there can be little doubt now as to the tactics to be

FINE ARTS. 


EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 

Or the three great branches of Fine Art, sculpture is the most unfor- 
tunate in this country. i social habits, are alike 
unfavourable to its devel: t. The Academy of Arts, which 
should have treated it with all honour, as the guardian of many 
of the highest princi of all art and the corrective for those 
ignoble tendencies which are more apt to discover themselves in other 
epentenante, has uniformly treated it slightingly and with injustice, 
Then, again, ignorant committees and fashion have comm con- 
trived to exclude the little first-rate ability in sculpture which the 
country possesses and to choose the inferior artist, C2 
work is to be a public monument, Another crying evil is to be found 
in the narrowness of a small but active clique of partisan writers in 
favour of a laborious and doubtless -meaning description of 
carving, which, appearing to aim at ultra pre-Raphaelite literalism, 
ignores many of the essential qualities of artistic sculpture. Added to 

these, another cause which operates, for the time, to render more 
meagre the annual display of national sculpture in Trafalgar-square 
is the engagement of several of our leading sculptors on the works for 
the Albert memorial in Hyde Park, Notwithstanding, if fair allowance 
be made for all such adverse influences, we think that eufficient variety 
and merit will still be found in the collection under notice to repay 
unbiassed inspection. 

Commencing with works of ideal character, the most conspicuous 
and elaborate is Mr, Spence’s marble group, the “ Parting of Hector 
and Andromache.” Though highly commendable for the respect it 
evinces for some of those canons of classical sculpture which are as 
much in force to-day as they were two thousand years ago, we must 
say this work exemplifies, in its unoriginality and its comparative 
lack of feeling and mannered coldness of execution, how ible it is, 
without the native genius or enthusiastic reverence of a i orwaldsen 
or Gibson, to spend to no great profit many years among the antique 
collections at me. If anyone dispute this, let him ask him-elf 
how it is the modern Italian painters are, haps, farther behind the 
art of the old Florentines and Venetians than any artists in Europe, 
But Mr. Spence seems, judging by the unnecessary ornamental ac- 
ceseories he has introduced, to have caught the spirit of the later 
sculptors of antiquity (whose works abound at Rome) rather than to 
have emulated the severity of an earlier and better time. The groupin 
of the figures reminds us forcibly of similar designs by Flax nan an 
Stothard. There can be little doubt that one of the finest ideal sculp- 
tures in this exhibition is the bronze coloasal bust “ La Gorgone,” by 
the Duchess Castiglione-Colonna—who should be a descendant of the 
Marchesa Vittoria Colonna, the friend of Michael Angelo. There is 
much that reminds of the great Buonarotti in this heroic work—in the 
intense force of the conception, in the comparative smallness of the 
head, in the grandeur of the contours generally, and in the bold maas- 
ing of the serpent hair. Although the limitations of sculpture do not 
admit of a very vivid indication of the petrifying look of the Gorgon 





in the eyes themselves, yet the fixity of regard in this bust is highly | 


suggestive, and one hardly feels a blank in the eyes, so terrible (with- 
out destroying the reputed beauty of Medusa) is the cruel, deadly 
smile of triumph which just, but only on one side, raises the thin 
lips over the canine teeth. We are glad to learn that this work has 
been purchased for the South Kensington Museum. 

A Milanese sculptor, Signor Miglioretti, appears to have borrowed 
(in part, at all events) the motive of the popolar “ Reading Girl” by 
his townsman Magni in the statue of Charlotte Corday, seated on a 
chair, with a copy in her lap of the “ Ami du Peuple,” and, as the ex- 
wression distinctly indicates, resolving the assassination of Marat.

At No. 2a, New Burlington-street, there is on view a collectioa 
of about sixty copies in water colours, by Mr. H. Wheelwright, of 
ictures in tempera, fresco, and oil by the t Italian painters, from 
Eimabue to Raphael, which should be visited by every lover of early 
Italian art. Even judged simply as examples of water-colour painting, 
these drawings, by an artist so long resident in Italy as to be scarcely 
known in London, are not a little remarkable. They evince a power 
of drsughtsmanship rare among water-colour painters; they have a 
breadth ard richness of tone very uncommon in these days of 
body-colour painting; while their force of colour is still more 
remarkable, bearing in mind the simple purity of their almost 
exclusively transparent method, As a record, however, of much that 
is representative of the history of art from its infancy to its glorious 
maturity, these drawings present their chief claim to notice. Not- 
withstanding the intelligent efforts of the late Sir Charles Hastlake 
to illustrate early Italian art.in our National Gallery, and notwith- 
standing the useful agency of the Arundel Society, it remains not 
easy for an untravelled person to form a just and oo conception 
of the rise and grand culmination of art in Italy. It is, then, as an 
auxiliary to the means always available that these drawings 
are so valuable, Many of them, certainly, give a fuller, 
warmer impression of the originals than the drawings prepared 
for the Arundel Society. On the whole, the artist has succeeded 
admirably in reproducing the diverse character of his originals, espe- 
cially where it was most important to do so, and yet where, at the 
same time, the temptation to the contrary was the greatest—i.e., in 
the copies of the earliest works, He has not, it is true, represented 
the actual faded and injured condition of some of the oldest wall 
paintings; yet he has, except in some very few instances, avoided 
every approach to modernism. It is only in rendering the advanced 
art of the cirque centisti that we are dis to tax Mr. Wheelwright 
with some litile tendency to effective picture-making—as in the copy 
of the “ Holy Family,’ by Michael Angelo, which is certainly more 
vivid in colour than the picture in the Uffizi. We may add that a 
catalogue raisonné has been prepared by Mr, Redford, which will facili- 
tate a study of the collection. 

A large, most impressive, and remarkable landscape work, repre- 
senting a pass among the grand and precipitous Rocky Mountains of 
America, painted by Mr. Bierstadt, is being exhibited at Mr. 
M‘Lean’s gallery in the Haymarket. Though not entirely free from 
something of German heaviness in certain passages, yet in grasp of 


| the widest range of effect, in force and manliness of execution, and 
workmanship generally exemplifies that excessive realism and imi- | 


freedom from ornamentalism, it is even finer than the great landscapes 
by the American painter, Mr. Church, which made so much sensation 
on their exhibition in this country. Those who feel interest in the 
vigorous landscape school of Ameri and in some of the most 
sublime scenery in the world, should not fail to pay a visit to this 
icture.

THE REFORM BILL. 


Several notices were given of amendments on the Relistribution and 
Franci se Bille. 

The Ci ancellor of the Exchequer, in answer to Sir S. Northoote, said that 
te cour e of business as it stood would be that Mr. Bouverie’s amendment 
should Le first put; and as that of Captain Hayter could not be moved as an 
amendment to ti at of Mr. Bouverie, it would, therefore, go to the bottom of 
the list of sameréments ; but, as that motion went to the root of the question 
of reform, the Government would be desirous that it should be disposed of in 
the first instance, 

Mr. W. Martin, who bad an amendment which practically went to getting 
rid of the provision disfranchising dockyard voters, agreed to postpone his 
motion until Committee. 

On going into Committee on the Representation of the People Bill and the 
Redistribution of Seats Bill, 

Mr. Bouverie moved that the bills be referred to the same Committee, and 
that it be an instruction to the Committee that they have power to consoli- 
Cate the billsintoone. This was agreed to. 

Sir R. Knightley th: n moved that it be an instruction to the Committee 
that they have power to make provision for the better prevention of bribery 
and corruption at electicns. 

The Chencellor of the Exchequer objected to the motion, on the ground 
that it had not been usual to group the subjects of bribery and corruption 
“with thore of franchise or distribution of seats, that course being incon- 
venient, and likely to lead rather to disadvantage than benefit. The question 
was doubtless in an uneatisfactory state, and, ou due consideration and 
inauiry, it ought to be dealt with. 

Mr. B. Osborne thanked Sir R. Knightley for having called attention to a 
matter which :ejuired more attention than the franchise and the redistri- 
bution of seats. No information or consideration was required on this point ; 
the bribery and corruption were patent and ought to be dealt with. He 
asked when the Government meant to legislate on the subject. 

Mr. Newdegate was of opinion that the question of bribery and corruption 
was mixed up with that of the redistribution of seats ; and that the expendi- 
ture incurred at elections ought to be looked to. 

Mr. Clay held that it was undesirable to put off indefinitely the subject of 
bribery and corruption, and argued that it ought to be dealt with before a 
new election, which might be imminent, came on. 

Sir L. Palk contended that no measure of reform could be complete without 
compr¢ bending the question of bribery and corruption. 

Sir G. Grey said that the question was not whether all practicable means 
should be taken to check bribery and corruption, but whether the consideration 
0! that matter eh uld be dealt with in the present bills ; besides which, no in- 
timation bad been given of the nature of the provisions which the Committee 
would be instructed to enact for the purpose of preventing bribery. It would 
be most disadvantageous to encumber the present bills with any such in- 
struction.

THE NEW MARKET-HALL AT DERBY. 


THE opening of the new Market- Hall at Derby, 
built at acost of £18,000, took place on Tuesday 
last. There was a procession from the Town- 
hall to the Market-Hall, and an appropriate 
inaugaral ceremony, in which the Mayor, Mr. 
F. Longdon, was supported by several of the 
nobility and gentry of the neighbourhood, as 
well as by the members of the Caupeuation and 
other influential townsmen. This was followed 
by a grand performance of Handel's oratorio, 
“The Messiah,” in which Mr. Sims Reeves, 
Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, and Mdme. Lemmens- 
Sherrington took part, with a chorus of 500 
voices and a full band, the conductor being Mr, 
Alfred Mellon. 

We present a View of the Interior of the new 
Market-Hall, which is 220ft. long and 110 ft, 
wide, and covered by a semicircular wrought- 
iron roof, in one span of 86 ft. Gin., and two 
small side roofs of 12 ft. span, the wrought-iron 
principal ribs being carried by twenty-two orna- 
mental cast-iron columns, 22 ft. high, the height 
from the ground floor to the centre of the roof 
being 64 ft. The roof is covered with slates, 
glass, and lead. The exterior of the building is 
not much seen, 

The original design of the building, with the 
exception of the side shops, galleries, stai 
and internal arrangements and fittings, was 
pens by Mr. T. C. Thorburn, formerly 

rough surveyor of Derby; but, owing to Mr. 
Thorburn’s appointment to the Birkenhead sur- 
veyorship, soon after the commencement of the 
building, the general management and super- 
intendence of the works devolved upon his 
successor, Mr. George Thompson, the present 
borough surveyor of Derby ; and the committee 
found it desirable to alter the original design in 
many particulars during the progress of the 
works. The shops, galleries, staircases, and inter- 
nal fittings were designed by Mr. Thompson and

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ROYAL THAMES YACHT CLUB CUTTER-MATCH. 
THis match for first-class cutters was sailed on Thursday week. 
There had been also a prize offered for second-class cutters ; but the 
match did not fill, and the first and only prize for the first class was 
value £100; course, Gravesend, round Mouse light, and return ;

The Vanguard and Sphinx are both new vessels, the latter an iron 
ship, which occupied a prominent position in her maiden race, on the 
previous Monday, in the Channel match to Dover, winning the third 
prize on that occasion. The vessels were anchored just below 
Rosherville Pier. The Lulworth had dragged her anchor, and occu- 
pied a position between the _ and the Vindex, the former 
being on the south shore. The Christabel had a berth to the 
nor’ard, and the Amulet and Sphinx were below the others. Wind 
about east, blowing hard. The signal to go was given at 11.56, by 
order of Lord Alfred Paget, and all cast to the nor’ard, Christabel 
very smart in canting and setting her canvas, Amulet slow, Vanguard 
with two reefs of the mainsail down, the others one reef, and all under 
small foresails and working jibe.

The Christabel also easily disposed of the 
Amulet ; next to the latter was the Sphinx, and then on the port tack 
were the Lulworth and Vanguard, bringing up the rear, the former to 
leeward. Vanguard made several attempts to shoot ahead of the 
Lulworth as she came about, but Lul as an extra breeze came 
off the land, weathered her opponent, and kept her lead. Off Tilbury 
there was a cry of “a man overboard!” from the Amulet, but he was 
soon picked up by the Vanguard, which was put in irons as her crew 
rescued him. This threw the Vanguard last ; the Amulet ran by the 
Lulworth to leeward, and as they approached Coal House Point the 
began to bury and have their decks washed. All topmasts housed, 
ant some with two reefs down. Abreast of the Ovens Vindex held a 
good lead, which she increased down the Hope, and Christabel was a 
good second to her, The Sphinx, Vanguard, and Lulworth had each

OPENING OF THE EDINBURGH INDUSTRIAL 
MUSEUM, 

Tue epee, Prince Alfred, on Saturday week, of the Industrial 
Museum at Edinburgh, the foundation-stone of which was laid some 
years ago by the late Prince Consort, has already been noticed in this 
Journal. The new building is situated immediately in the rear of the 
University, with which it is connected by means of a covered arch- 
way t across the intervening street. At present only a portion 
of thé ded edifice has been erected—the east wing and a part of 
the céritre—the remaining portion being left until the n funds 
have been provided. The entire fron’ will be nearly 400 ft.; the 
portion now completed extends to 170ft. The genera r of 
the building is Venetian, but modified in its details. The central 
portion consists of a great saloon, with side saloons in the wings. 
When the building is finished the central saloon will be 266 ft. by 70, 
but at present it is only 105 ft. in length. The height from the floor 
to the roof is 77 ft. Two galleries are carried round the saloons, 
reached by a semicircular flight of stairs. In the lower story there 
is a large lecture-room, with accommodation for about 700 persons, 
and the two upper stories form small exhibition saloons. About 
30,000 specimens in every department of science and art have been 
secured for the museum, and an extensive loan collection has been 
contributed by numerous gentlemen and some of the Government 
departments.

Prince rep accepting 
the proffered honour and anaes his in revisiting the 
University of Edinburgh, with which he was connected by such inti- 
mate and cherished associations, having spent many happy, and, he 
trusted, profitable days in studying within its walle. e hoped to

The Lord Provost next presented the freedom of the city 
to his Royal Highness, in doing which he reminded the Prince 
of his partly Scottish descent, seeing that the double line of his Royal 
ancestors extended back not only through the Tudors and Piantagenets 
to William of Normandy, but through the Stuarts and Braces to 
Malcolm Canmore. With re; to the Industrial Museum, the Lord 
Provost intimated that an effort would now be made to complete the 
building, and that the Corporation would open a worthy approach to 
it by a broad new street, giving a fair view of the exterior. Prince 
Alfred replied, thanking the Lord Provost and remarking that he felt 
a strong Suhe to follow the footsteps of the Prince Consort, however 
feebly, in promoting those peaceful arts and sciences so necessary to 
the welfare of the nation, which were intimately associated with his 
name, This museum, including, asit did, collections of natural history 
and geology and various applications of industry, with illustrations 
also of the means of adorning them by art, was a most comprehensive 
school of instruction.

THE INTERNATIONAL HORTICULTUBAL EXHIBITION, 


Tue Grand International Horticultural Exhibition at South Ken- 
sington, which was described last week, remained open till Thursday 
evening, daily from ten o'clock till seven, the charge being half a 
crown on the Saturday and one shilling on the ordinary It 
was visited each day by many thousands of persons, who were also 
permitted to enter the gardens of the Horticultural Society, adjoinin 
the immense tent occupied by the exhibition. We ta

The scientific congress of English and foreign botanists, under the 
presidency of M. de Candolle, of Geneva, held its sittings on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday week, at the South Kensington Museum. The 

resident, on the first day, delivered his beseanntll alten in French. 
Fie commenced by defining the relative positions of the horticulturist 
and botanist, and showing what assistance each could render to the 
other. Gardens might, he observed, be made more useful in physio- 
logical researches. With this view he proposed that an experimental 
greenhouse be constructed wherein the temperature might be regulated 
for a prolonged time, and be made either constant or variable at will, 
to answer the purpose of physiological inquiry. He afterwards 
descanted on the fact that horticulturists who obtain new varieties 
give them designations which tend to a confusion in botany. He 
suggested that new varieties should not receive Latin botanical 
designations, but merely different arbitrary names in order to avoid 
confusion, and without reference to the scientific nomenclature, 

When M. de Candolle had concluded his address Sir Wentworth 
Dilke proposed a vote of thanks to him for it. Sir Roderick 
Murchison seconded the motion, which was carried by acclamation.

Afterwards the same professor read a dis- 
sertation on the “ Migration of Alpine Plants.” Mr. H. Howlett read 
a paper “On Night Covering and Shading of Plant and Forcing 
Houses.” On this question some discussion ensued. Mr. James 
Anderson, of Meadow Bank, Glasgow, made some observations on the 
temperature of water and its effects upon plant cultivation. A dis- 
cussion followed, in which Mr. Bateman, Professor Daubeny, Professor 
Reichenbach, and others bore part. Dr. Dickson, of Edinburgh, 
expreseed certain opinions with regard to the leaves of Sciadopitys, 
which were contested by Professor Caspary, of Kinigsberg. 
Mr. Krelage, of Haarlem, then read a paper on the names 
of garden varieties and the confusion of their synonymy, 
apemeey with reference to bulbous and tuberous rooted te, 

e president exhibited a recent and exact measurement of the 
diameter of a great Wellingtonia Gigantea, demonstrating by the 
annular growths of wood the extraordinary of the tree.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

Professor Huxley, in his seventh lecture on Ethnology, given 
on Thursday, May 24, continued his account of the natives of Australia. He 
commenced with a description of their singular weapons, the boomerang and 
the throwing-stick and spear, and then adverted to their rude efforts at 
painting, their utter deficiency ilpture and in musical instruments, and 
their only attempts at vocal music, monotonous howls. For personal adornment 
they insert sticks into their 1 s,and produce scars on their skins. Their 
quekeny is of the rudest character, since they have no utensils, and for an 
oven only a hole in the ground. In their ceremonies they have danoes, and 
they go through certain, initiatory forms when boys and girls of the suitable 
age are admitted into the tribe; and they have also expiatory ceremonies, of 
the nature of duels, relating to personal and inter-tribal wrongs. Six forms 
of burial ceremonies exist among them: interment of the bent-up cor 
without or with a tumulus, placing it in a hollow tree and firing it, exposing 
it for some time on an open bier, burning it, and in some cases eating it, 
Their social organisation is very low. They have little or no notion of 
personal rights or wrongs, but carry the law of retaliation to the utmost 
extent. They regard their women as slaves and mere property, and never 
consult them in regard to marriage, and they have no marriage ceremenies, 
Fathers have absolute power over the lives of their children, and infanticide 
is very prevalent. A son takes his mother’s family name, and must marry a 
woman of that name, and daughters are sometimes betrothed at their birth. 
A man is not permitted to see his mother-in-law. They have no political 

anisation, but the older and stronger men enerally predominate in the

After referring to 
the causes of the just grounds for expecting a maximum of these meteors cn 
the t of the 13th of November next, he gave a sketch of the progress of 
our tific knowledge in regard to them since 1833, after which great atten- 
tion was bestowed on them by Olbers, Arago, Quetelet, Herrick, and others, 
He then referred to and commented on a series of tables based upon observ- 
ations by which the periodicity of the appearance of shooting-stars has been 
very accurately determined, and the theory confirmed that clouds of them 
revolve in a manner corresponding to the motion of the earth in its orbit 
round the sun. Mr. Herschel then exhibited his apparatus for ascertaining 
the height of shooting-stars, and referred to a table giving the result of 300 
observations, showing the agreement between his own and those made by Mr. 
H. Newton in North America. He attributes their light and heat to the 
arrest of their motion in air; and, after comparing the direction of their 
motions (as emanating from a radiant point) to the erection of the quills by 
& porcupine, be exhibited diagrams of these phenomena by the electric light ; 
and he stated that the 2nd of January and the 10th and 20th of April were 
among the days when these phenomena appeared in icular of the 
heavens.

Professor Ansted, in his fourth lecture on the Application of 


Geology to the Fine Arts, given on Tuesday last, considered the character- 
istic scenery of clays and marl, sands and sandstone, and fragmentary rocks, 


Clays, which first as deposits of mud in the deltas of rivers, such asihe 
Rhine, by oy -. b. and pressure become solidified and gradually hardened till 
they become elate rocks; these eventually, by weathering, Xc., return 


to mud equi. To clays are ascribed large dead-level plains and also 
the fantastic distorted hilis of marl, sand, and sandstone belor ging to the sea- 
side, The general character of their scenery depends upon their state of 
aggregation, and many of their picturesque effects and extraordinary curved 
forms are due to mechanical causes, such as upheaval, depression, and lateral 
comprestion. These are very apparent in the scenery on the Elbe, in 
Saxon Switzerland, the character of which is entirely due to ite pecnliar 
geological condition. Thefragmentary rocks owe their origin to the breaking 
up of other rocks, remains of which are found at the base of ciiffs of all kinds, 
and also appear in the accumulation of materials in the valleys of Switzerland, 
Among these are found boulders, giving evidence of glacier as well as 
water action. Some of the gravel hills have the softness of outline observab!'e 
in sandstone, while others are round, having one side sloped and the other 
steep. During the lecture, Professor Ansted referred to pictures by Cooke, 
Hunt, and others, and large diagrams representing the extremely varied 
appearances of the above-mentioned rocks at different periods of their history.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


In order to distinguish gilt objects from counterfeits, M. 
Weber makés use of a solution of bichloride of copper, which produces a 
brown spot if the object be covered with an alloy, but is without action upon 
gold. 


A new method of bleaching has been announced by MM, 
Karcher, Jung, and Tegeler in the Chemisches Centraiblatt, They do not dis- 
pense with the use of chlorine, but endeavour to render its use innocuous, by 
previously submitting the vegetable fibre to the action of salphuretted hy dro- 
gen or of bisulphuret of hydrogen ; which is done by plunging the fibre into 
a bath of alkaline sulphur and afterwards adding an acid. For textile titres 
a new hydrogenation is required after bleaching by chlorine. 


At arecent meeting of the Academy of fciences at Paris 
M. Boillot reported some experiment relating to combustion, tending to show 
that oxygen i not only a combustible principle, but is also a combustible gos, 
He says that oxygen is in no way to be distin ss from hydrogen, carbon‘c 
oxyde, or any other of the gases susceptible of entering into combination with 
the disengagement of more or less light and heat. ‘‘ Combustion is in reality 
only combination with a vibratory motion, so rapid as to result in heat.

Baxendell, of Manchester, on May 15. When Mr. Hind saw it, on May 1), 
it was reduced to the sixth magnitude, was perfectly colourless to his eye, and 
quite stellar in appearance with magnifiers up to 700. He says that, in its 
entire freedom from colour, this star presents a noteworthy contrast to the 
one detected at Mr. Bishop's observatory in the constellation Ophiuchus, in 
April, 1848, which exhibited red or orange flashes when at its maximum, 
The latter may still be observed as a star of the eleventh magnitude. Ata 
recent meeting of the French Academy of Sciences the discovery of the new 
star was announced by M. Delaunay, who read a letter from M. Courbebatlesea. 
After which, M. Le Verrier reported that, according to his observations, the 
star was “ yellow and fuliginons,” was probably very near the earth, and of 
the ninth magnitude.

Ir is pleasing to remark in our Australian colonies the growth of 
charitable institutions like those of England. We find thatin Victoria 
alone there are already twenty-four hospitals, six benevolent asylums, 
and one lunatic asylum ; and to these is now added an institution for 
the education of the deaf and dumb. It is estimated that there 
are at least 250 mutes in the colony, most of whom are 
children, for whose instruction no provision was made until Mr. 
F. J. himself a mute, who had been educated at the 
Oid Kent-road institution, in London, in 1861 commenced a 
rivate school for the deaf and dumb at Prahran, a suburb of

THE CROWNING OF A ROSIERE AT NANTERRE. 


Tuere is an old custom existing in the environs of Paris which 
claims to date back upwards of two centuries, and which is said to 
have been originally instituted by a Seigneur of Salency, in the reign 
of Louis XIII.— namely, the crowning of some young maiden of 
spotless reputation with a crown of white roses on Whit Sunday in 
every year, The ceremony, which used to take place at Salency, is 
now performed at Nanterre, and invariably attracts a large concourse 
of people to witness it. On this occasion Nanterre decks itself out in 
holiday costume, with flags fiying at the corners of the streets and 
from the windows of the better class of houses; while the * Mairie” 
is generally one mass of tricolour drapery. The ceremony takes place 
within the church, an ancient edifice, where Louis XIV. was baptized, 
and adjoining which, in the garden of the Curé, are the grotto and 
well said to have existed since the days of Sainte Geneviéve, the patron 
saint of Paris, and to which pious pilgrims even now resort. The influx 
of strangers eager to witness the ceremony of crowning a “ Rosiére ” is 
so great that the Rue de I'Eglise, leading up to the church, is strongly 
barricaded, and has gensdarmes stationed there to see that only 
persons provided with tickets pass through the barriers. On entering 
the church, some raised seats, covered with crimson drapery and sur- 
mounted by an elaborate canopy, are noticed beside the pulpit, to the 
right of the altar. It is here that the ceremony of crowning the 
Rosiére is to take place. The altar itself is decorated with garlands 
and bouquets of flowers, and with the gorgeous church plate, the gift 
of Anne of Austria, mother of Louis XIV. 

Just before three o'clock the loud strains of a military band outside 
the church announce that the procession has arrived at the doors. At 
the head of it are Sapeurs Pompiers—members of the fire brigade, as 
we should call them—in their military-looking uniforms; then comes 
a detachment of the National Guard, with its band at its head. Next 
come a stream of banners—banners of Sainte Geneviéve, St. Maurice, 
and the mutual benevolent society of the commune of Nanterre; and, 
following these, some two or three score maidens, ranging from young 
women of twenty down to little girls of four, all robed in white, and 
all with garlands round their heads and blue sashes across their breasts, 
and bouquets in their hands. Borne in the centre of these is a blue 
silk cushion, having thereon an elaborate wreath of full-blown white 
roses, with which the young Rosiére who brings up the rear of this 
posse of village beauties is presently to be crowned. Arrived within 
the church, the little girls group themselves around the Rosiétre, who 
kneels in front of the steps of the altar—the elder girls taking 
their seats on the raised platform where sits the wife of the 
Mayor. Mass is performed, and a discourse delivered respecting 
this many-years old custom, which is about to be again celebrated. 
At the conclusion of this discourse the band of the National Guard 
plays some solemn symphony, while the Mayor leads the young 
Rosiére up a few steps and leaves her kneeling beneath the canopy. 
The Mayoress now rises, and, taking the floral crown in her hand, 
places it on the young girl's head, and then embraces her. The 
newly-crowned Rositre now seats herself beside the Mayoress. The 
concluding portions of the service are chanted by priests in front of 
the altar; the ergan sends forth its rich melodious notes; and the 
procession commences to leave the church, the Mayor leading the 
blushing young Rosiére by the hand down the centre aisle in view 
of the assembled congregation. 

Something more substantial than a wreath of roses is awarded to 
the recipient of the floral crown. A sum of 500f, is given her—no 
inconsiderable portion for a village giri in a humble rank of life, She 
is also presented with a gold chain, and frequently with other simple 

ticles of jewellery, the gift of people of position in the neighbour- 
hood who desire to testify their approbation of her virtue and general 
good conduct, 


PARIS FASHIONS FOR JUNE. 


Tue rain and the east wind having at last given place to bright 
sunshine and moderately warm weather, ladies’ toilettes, which during 
the past month were only in course of development, now exhibit a 
very decided change. The most striking invention of the moment is 
certainly the robe en fourreau—jacket, skirt and jupe being all of the 
same material, and all trimmed to correspond. The jacket is usually 
short, and generally made so as not to fit close to the figure, in 
which case it is merely fastened at the neck. The skirt, which com- 
monly has a elight trimming half way up its seams, is looped up in 
festoons, to the ends of which silk tassels are sometimes sus © 4p 
while beneath it is displayed the jupe, trimmed in a most elaborate 
style with scollops, vandykes, rosettes, crossbars, checks, diamonds, 
or other geometric patterns. Occasionally the jupe, instead of bein 
of the same material as the robe itself, and trimmed to cossaapent 
with it, is of plain silk of the exact colour of the trimming of the 
robe, with perbaps a single or double rouleau of ribbon running round 
the bottom. These dresses are made in almost every variety of 
material 
The robes displayed by the “grand monde” at Longchamp on 
Sunday last, when the race for the Grand Prix de Paris came off, 
were of the most magnificent description, and comprised the very 
latest varieties of the mode and all the colours of the rainbow— bright 
blue, green, puce, and rich gold colour silks—the brilliancy of the 
last was subdued, however, its being covered entirely over with 
open black lace; striped foulards and gazes de Chambéry in rose 
colour, porcelain blue, violet, green, and orange, on silver grey or 
white grounds. Some were made en fourreau, and the wearers of 
these, with their chapeaux Lamballe, merely wanted crooks in their 
hands to look very like those exceedingly elegant and most artificial- 
looking shepherdesses which one meets with in the pictures of 
Boucher and Watteau. The majority of robes were, however, with 
trains of considerable length, and almost the whole of them were 
made with jackets of the same material, and commonly cut into the 
most fantastic forms. Thus, some had long lappets hanging down in 
front and still longer lappets hanging behind, looking not unlike a 
bird's tail; others were elaborately notched and scolloped round the 
edges, and many had long open sleeves that hung down almost as 
low as the knees. The majority were fastened with elegant bands 
round the waist, but. when the jacket was exceedingly short, it hung 








quite loose, except at the neck. These robes, when of some posi- 
tive colour, were trimmed with white or black lace, and, occasionally, 
with straw passementerie, the effect of which was extremely beauti- 
ful; while the lighter shades and the striped patterns were trimmed, 
for the most part, with satin ribbon. The predominating colours o 
the flowers in the bonnets, and also the bonnet-stringe, were, almost 
invariably, of the precise tint of the trimming of the robe; or, where 
the robe was of a decided colour and trimmed with lace, of the same 
shade as the robe itself. 

If the spectacle which me oe age 4 presented aoe be regarded as 
any indication of the coming mode, the days of crinoline are certainly 
numbered. The majority of the more elegantly dressed women 
seem to have entirely abandoned it. These magnificent robes, with 
long trains, worn with a plain white jupe, with a broad ruche at the 
bottom of it, certainly looked most graceful without its adventitious 
aid, though it must be confessed that the robe en fourreau, spite of 
the fulness of its looped-up skirt, looks somewhat scanty when worn 
without crinoline. 

Muslins are just now coming into wear, and many of the new 
—— are not only exceedingly brilliant in colour, but tasteful in 

i Floral patterns, consisting of large wreaths and bouquets, 
and long, trailing clusters of flowers, certainly predominate, though 
robes, with borders of delicate shaw] patterns, seem likely to become 
most fashionable. 

For evening dress something like a contest may be said to be goin 
on between Toatante and other materials of quiet tints and some | 
patterns and striped and other foulards of the most brilliant hues. Of 
novelties among the former may be mentioned the foulard oiseau, the 
pattern of which is com of flying birds in gold-colour silk ; 
secondly, a foulard, with rose leaves, sprigs, and buds scattered indis- 
criminately over the ground ; and, thirdly, a foulard, with feathers of 
different hues symmetrically arranged. Among the richer kinds of 
foulards may be classed those with carmine and black, or violet, or 
turquoise-blue stripes, alternated with clusters of flowers or simple 
white daisies on silver-grey grounds ; and one with a pattern formed 
of peacocks’ feathers of the most brilliant and most varie; tints 
elegantly disposed on a ground of pearly white. Other evening dresses 
are of gaze de Chambéry, striped with the gayest colours. When the 
corsage differs from the robe itself, it is not unfrequently composed of 
an entre-deux of fine lace and puffs of tulle. 

Ball dresses are of white tulle, sometimes with delicate artificial 
flowers tastefully arranged about the skirt, in other cases with 
rouleaux of white or some light colour satin at the bottom of the 
skirt, the corsage being trimmed to correspond, and occasionally of 
white tulle embroidered over with silver thread. 

There is no particular change to be noted with regard to chapeaux, 
except that the tulle, or muslin, or net strings, which are now worn 
extremely wide, have generally a blonde edging to them ; the wreath, 
too, when joined together at the ends, falls now as frequently over the 
chignon as upon the breast. Below is a description of a few 
chapeaux observed at Longchamp last Sunday. 

First, a chapeau of cerise colour net partially covered with white 
~ with long glass beads hanging round the rim. In the front 
of the bonnet, which is depressed at the top, in the style of the Tudor 
cap, is a full-blown rose ; a branch of rose- buds hangs at the left side. 
The strings are of cerise colour ribbon. Next, a chapeau of rice straw, 
almost entirely covered on one side by a large heartsease, surrounded 
by a few leaves, and having some sma!] heartseases on a puffing of net 
to form the front. A bunch of heartseases fastens the broad net 
strings (edged with blonde) immediately under the chin. Another 
bonnet was of some delicate Italian straw, having a band of scarlet 


velvet ruoning round the rim about an inch from the and a 
similar band across the crown. On these bands were arranged clusters 
of large purple grapes, with rich brown and green leaves over 


with silver. Other chapeaux were wreathed with bunches of grapes 
formed of imitation pearls ; and one had a wreath of ivy and fig leaves, 
with small figs hanging in clusters over the front, the whole being in 
white aluminium bronze. 

At Longchamp most of the parasols were of white or some delicate 
colour silk, a few of them being covered with white lace. Attempts 
are, however, being made to introduce parasols wreathed round the 
edges with artificial flowers or embroidered over with cyphers and 
crests, or with racehorses or bunches of flowers, all in their proper 
colours, on light-tinted and black grounds. 

Ladies’ boots are still worn very high and with tassels, as formerly. 
The fashionable bottines have merely the toes of leather, the remainder 
of the boot being of some thin textile fabric of exceedingly minute 
pattern, and for which grey, with occasionally a narrow scarlet binding, 
appears to be the colour most in favour. The heels of the boots, 
which are as tall as ever, are covered with the same material,

CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Ti-Ping Tien-Kwoh; The History of the Ti-Ping Revolution, 
including a Narrative of the Author's Personal Adventures. By Lin- 
Le. (Day and Son.) Visitors to the exhibition of the Royal 
Academy have no doubt been much struck, as they passed through 
the West Room, with a portrait numbered 440. They have referred 
to their catalogues, and have read as follows :—“ Lieutenant-Colonel 
Charles Gordon, C.B., R.E., in his uniform as a Mandarin of the 
Yellow Jacket, a rank conferred on him —_ Emperor of China for 
his services against the rebel ean e portrait is well hung in 
@ conspicuous position; but, according to the author of the book 
before us, the original of the portrait deserved a different kind of 
hanging in an even more conspicuous place, According toour author 
(who, of course, may be entirely wrong), the gallant Colonel parti- 
cipated in or winked at deeds which are a disgrace to honour and 
we This is the — { in which our author speaks (vol. ii., p. 726) 
of the Mandarin-Colonel :—“ Unfortunately for the reputation of 
Major Gordon, since his elevation to the position of General of Futai

and encouragement of treachery to have felt a indigna- 
tion at the Soo-Chow affair; and it is possible i aaa a 
had some knowledge of the planned perfidy before it was put 
into execution, and so was not sufficiently horrified to throw up 
his 1200 taels (£400) per month. Gordon's behaviour in the treachery 
of the Burgevine-Ti-Ping legion is one specimen, and a very strong 
one, too, of the conduct referred to. He induced the Europeans who 
went over to him to desert the Ti-Ping cause by his promises of office, 
bribes, and safe conduct to Shanghae for such as were tired of fight- 
ing. Some mistaken individuals have ascribed this proceeding to the 
humane disposition of the man who condoned the ruthless massacre of 
his paroled prjsoners, who assisted as the principal tin the vast 
destruction of tife and desolation of country during the unjustifiable 
British hostilities the Ti-Pings, and who never put himself to 
the trouble of saving the lives of those he assisted to vanquish.” 
These are hard words (and harder might be found in the volumes), 
and one is naturally inclined to who writes them. They are 
written by Lin-Le. And who is Lin-Le? He is described as 
“formerly honorary officer, Chung Wang’s guards, special agent of 
the Ti-Ping General-in-Chief, and late commander of the ‘loyal and 
faithful auxiliary legion.’” Heis, one gathers from his narrative, an 
Englishman, but how his name is spelt in the English fashion we have 
not been able to discover (perhaps, but we trust not, through inat- 
tention) from his book. Our author, then, was, it would seem, 
= as much a mercenary as Colonel Gordon, and took the 
Ti-Ping side in Chinese matters; and this will sufficiently account for 
the virulence with which he attacks the English Government and all 
who took service with the hated Manchoo, are persons why hold 
that any man who fights for any country and except his own 
is little, if at all, better than a mere adventurer, a buccaneer, a pirate, 
or even an assassin; and will probably have little sympathy 
with either Colonel Gordon or Lin-Le. Everybody, however, must. 
acknowledge that British conduct has not been seen to the best 
advantage in China, and that Lin-Le, or ney else who feels dis- 
to inveigh against the proceedings of individual or collective 
lishmen, cannot find better game than is afforded by our dealings 
with the Chinese. Our anomalous position during the Ti-Ping rehel- 
lion has been forcibly put by Colonel Sykes, who (truly) represented 
us as shooting down our friends, defending a city belonging to a 
Government with which we were at war, and collecting customs 
duties on account of the Emperor of China at the very time that that 
same Emperor was permitting British and officers to be 
tortured and put to death at Pekin; and Lin-Le vehemently insists 
upon the absurdity and injustice (so far as the Ti-Pings were con- 
cerned) of the attitude we persisted in maintaining. According to 
Lin- Le, we should either have observed a strict neutrality in the wars 
of the Ti-Ping revolution, or we should have intervened on the side of 
the Ti-Pings; for nothing is more plain—at any rate, to Lin-Le— 
than that the cause of the Ti-Pings was the cause of humanity, 
Christianity, monogamy, and, perhaps, of the millennium. According 
to Lin-Le, Hung-Sui-Tshuen, the chief of the Ti-Ping revolution, 
belonging to one of the most ancient families of China, descende 
from the most determined supporters of the Ming (and, therefore, the 
most determined opponents of the Manchoo) dynasty, was, in an 
almost miraculous manner, brought to a knowledge of the Christian 
religion, and spread his knowledge abroad, so that the triumph of the 
Ti-Pings would not only have been in a manner the triumph of a race 
of legitimate rulers over Tartar usurpers, but would also have tended 
to spread amongst all the Chinese the practice of Christianity. It is 
true that some, if not many, missionaries do not agree with Lin-Le, 
and give the Ti-Pings a dreadful character; but, if the missionaries 
speak from personal knowledge, so also does Lin-Le. Moreover, it 
appears that the Ti-Pings are the most harmless, inoffensive set of 
men in the world, are models of probity and honour and trustfulnesa, 
and are great promoters of commercial prosperity; so that, had 
the English Government been wise enough to back up the 
Ti-Pings, not only might British enterprise have been far 
more encouraged it is now likely to be in the Chinese 
dominions, but Christianity might have been advanced; a Ti-Ping 
might have been now Emperor of China, and Lin-Le might have 
been something more grand than “a mandarin of the yellow jacket.” 
It is certain, however, that Lin-Le has written—“ in accordance,” he 
says, “ with instructions received from the leaders of the great ‘Ti-Pin 
revolution in China”--a book of which the great importance is oa 
signified outwardly and visibly by two large volumes; that the 
volumes are well worth reading, and that most of the coloured illus- 
trations are highly useful and ornamental. The personal adventures 
are exciting enough, but partake so much of the character of those 
stories which one was in one’s boyhood accustomed to read about the 
Spanish main, that it seems almost incredible that the incidents, the 
manners, and the tone are those—even in Chinese latitudes—of the 
present day. The style, too, in which the personal adventures are 
related inclines one to ve that their omission would have added 
to the weight of the book as a grave and serious history. 

Travelling in Spain in the Present Day. By Henry Blackburn. 
(Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) The very pretty illustration on the 
titlepage of this book of prepossessing appearance raises hopes of more 
than usually entertainment for man and woman.

Men I Have Known. By William Jerdan. Illustrated with fac- 
simile Autographs. (George Routledge and Sons.) It is inevitable 
that when anybody undertakes to put into print his reminiscences of 
men whom he has known he should, in some cases, appear to be 


merely repeating a twice-told tale. For this is especially an age of 
bi phy ; and biographers do not even wait until the subjects upon 
which they operate are dead. Not many, therefore, of the famous | 


dead have escaped biography; many of the famous living have 
fallen victims to it; and not unfrequently Biographer in esearch 
of a “lifer” has been forced to content himself with a mediocrity. 
Mr. Jerdan, however, has confined himeelf strictly to the dead. 
and his sketches are on that account rather more than less 
interesting. Nor is the value of his miniatures much impaired by 
the fact that we may have seen at other times other miniatures of 
those persons whom he has sketched. For as a man, after es 
his natural face in the glass, goeth his way and straightway forgetteth 
what manner of man he was, so a man, after having seen a portrait, 
immediately forgets all but its general appearance, and is glad 
to have the opportunity of refreshing hie memory by many 
a glance at many ao different portrait of the same person 
in all kinds of attitudes and in all sorts of lights. Even the 
same likeness will bear repeated inspection, and each fresh examina- 
tion will bring out some fresh beauty (or the contrary), call up some 
fresh memory, and suggest some fresh trait of character. Mr. Jerdan's 
position in the literary world necessarily brought him into tolerably 
close acquaintanceship with some men who were eminent in politics, 
science, and literature; and of such men one never tires of seeing 
sketches drawn by various hands, in various styles, under various 
circumstances. Me. Jerdan has managed to mingle the grave 
and the gay, provocative of the sigh and the laugh; and there 
is nothing more charming, at certain times, to read. The sketches 
originally appeared in the Leisure Hour; they have been now 
collected. revised, and reprinted, and have had considerable additions 
made tothem.

MUSIC. 
MEYERBEER’S beautiful idyll, “ Dinorah,” was produced for the first 
time at Her Majesty’s Theatre on Saturday last. The character of 
the rustic heroine was charmingly sustained by Mdlle. Ilma de Murska, 
who not only sang with incomparable brilliancy, but acted with great 
feeling. Her reception was enthusiastic. The character of Corentino 
was performed by Signor Gardoni, and Hoel by Mr. Santley. The 
opera altogether was admirably performed, and the scenery was so 
beautiful that Mr. Telbin was loudly called for and warmly applauded. 

At the Royal Italian Opera there was a splendid performance 
of “The Huguenots” on Thursday week. The cast was exceedingly 
strong :—Valentina, Mdlle. Lucca; Raoul, Signor Mario ; the Queen 
of Navarre, Mdme. Lemmens-Sherrin; ; and Marcel, Signor Attri. 
Malle, Lucca, in the character of the heroine, was not inferior to the 
greatest of her predecessors ; and Mario’s Raoul was as unrivalled as 
ever. Mdme. Sherrington appeared for the first time in the part of 
the Queen, and her brilliant singing reminded us of the first repre- 
sentative of the character, Mdme. Dorus Gras. On the following 
evening (Friday) there was an equally splendid performance of “ Don 
Giovanni,” which attracted an overflowing house, and was received 
with enthusiasm. It was especially remarkable for the admirable 
manner in which the character of Elvira was performed by Mdme. 
Sherrington, for this fine part is very seldom assigned to a performer 
capable of doing it justice. Adelina Patti, as Zerlina, was more cap- 
tivating than ever. . 

At the Crystal Palace Concert, last Saturday, the great attractions were 
Titiens and Mongini. The former gave the famous monologue from 
Mendelssohn's posthumous opera “ foreley,” which she delivered with 
matchless power and effect. The latter sang “ Ah si ben mio” from 
the “ Trovatore,” and “La donna é@ mobile” from “ Rigoletto,” and 
was encored in both. Herr Alfred Jaell played a brilliant solo on the 
piano, There was an immense concourse of visitors. 

At the Philharmonic Concert of Monday the directors, contrary 
to their usual practice of giving only orchestral works of the greatest 
masters, introduced into the programme a symphony by M. Gounod — 
a weak composition which, as it deserved, was very coldly received ; 
but in every other respect the concert was of the highest excellence.

Mn. Fecuter’s revival of “The Corsican Brothers,” at the Lyceum, 
deserves attention on account of the elegant manuer in which it is 
produced as regards scenery and costume, end the capital style in 
which it is acted. Mr. Fechter has claims to the dual characterization 
of the two brothers as their original representative, and there is 
certainly a freshness and a naturalness in his impersonation indicative 
of spontaneous action which sufficiently attest his — Con- 
ception and execution are both manifestly his own. The order of the 
scenes is different in Mr. Fechter’s version from that of Mr. 
Boucicault’s, as +~— at the Princess’s Theatre under Mr. Kean’s 
management. The former simply divides the subject into two are 
of two acts each, in which the story of the one brother is completely 
told before that of his avenger is presented. The narrative gains in 
simplicity by this distribution, though there is much to be said in 
favour of the more epical arrangement adopted by Mr. Boucicault, 
It has the advantage of initiating the spiritual interest in the first 
scene and ing on the same impression throughout the piece, 
The grand difficulty is to make the audience understand that 
the two acts are really or ideally simultaneous, in spite of 
their actual succession. We have said that Mr. Fechter has 
provided some excellent scenery, which ceeds from the talent 
of Mr. T. Grieve, and gives additional evidence of its superiority. 
The interior of the Grand O and the Forest of Fontainebleau are 
both elaborate specimens of his art, Mr. Fechter has arranged the 
ghost business differently from former occasions, and has abandoned 
the sliding scale for the erect pillar, the spectre making his appear- 
ance in an illuminated column of the family mansion in Corsica, Of 
Mr. Fechter’s representation of Louis and Fabian dei Franchi we have 
already spoken ; and we justly commend Mr, G. Jordan's appearance 
in Chateau Renaud. The fight was admirably managed, avoiding, in 
particular, melodramatic excesses, without sacrificing the spirit of the 
combat. We have left only to notice with praise a Corsican dance, 
introduced by Mr. Cormack. The piece is calculated to be long 
attractive, and already draws great houses. 

A controversy is likely to take place in consequence of the late Mr, 
Sheridan Knowles’s posthumous play of “ Alexina” being placed on 
the boards of the Strand. Our readers know that it was originally 
intended for operatic embellishment; but it is disputed whether it 
forms such a libretto as would have been available for such a purpose. 
Certainly the dialogue is very differext from that bold and undramatic 
writing which is usually submitted to the com ‘sskill. It is the 
custom in opera to consider the musician as all and the poet as nobody. 
It was (as we happen to know) Mr. Knowles’s purpose to contest the 
accuracy of this practice, and to provide such a dialogue as would 
fairly compete with the musical illustration; and that not, be it 
obeerved, a mere prose dialogue, but dialogue in blank verse, with 
poetic digressions, and making demands on the elocutionary as weil as 
the singing powers of the performers. How the union would 
have turned out we have not now the opportunity of knowing, 
and shall not have, unless some composer should accept 
the challenge thrown out by the poet, and set the poet's verses 
and songs to music. Many of the former would furnish fine subjects 
for recitative, and some even serve for occasional airs ; but such a task 
supposes decided originality and considerable invention in him who 
would undertake it, and succeed in it properly. A new form of 
opera would be initiated with its successful fulfilment, and the 
composer would derive little benefit from imitation—unless Handel, 
indeed, could supply models for some portions of the necessary ar- 
rangement.

THE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 


THE thirty-fifth annual meeting of this society was held, on Monday after- 
noon, at Burlington House. Sir Roderick Impey Murchison, the president, 
presided. 

The report, read by the secretary, stated that in the past year 157 new members 
had been elected ; but during the year the society had lost eighty-one fellows. 
The total number on the list at the end of April was 2089 ordinary, 5 honorary, 
and 63 honorary corresponding members. The society's income was, in 1865, 
£4905 ; and in 1864, £4977. The expenditure in 1865 was £4307, and in 1864, 
£3647. The increase in the expenditure last year is accounted for by the 
—_ sum spent in the promotion of expeditions. The funded property of the 
society amounts to £153,500. The sale of publications last year realised £124, 
being an increase on the previous year. Four hundred and six volumes of 

other works have been added to the library since the 
last report, and the map collection has been increased by accessions 
considerably above the average, consisting of 2109 sheets

Livingstone, in aid of his expedition to the lakes of Central Africa; £107 
to Sir Henry James, towards the expenses of the settlement of the level of 
the Dead Sea, undertaken by Captain Wilson, R.B.; £143 in meney and 
instruments, to Mr. R. B. N. Walker, who is exploring Western Equatorial 
Africa from the Gaboon ; and £50, in addition to £50 previously given, to 
M. Gérhard Rohifs, who has undertaken a journey to the Sultan of Waday, 
in the hope of recovering the papers of the unfortunate Vogel. During tle 
present year £250 has already been given to travellers in aid of expeditions. 

This report —_! been unanimously adopted, Sir Roderick Murchison pro- 
ceeded to award the Royal medals given yearly by the society for the 
encouragement of geographical science and discovery. The first of these, 
the founder's medal, was presented to Dr. Thomas Thomson, for his explora- 
tion of the Western Himalayas and Thibet, and for his work thereon. The 
patron's medal was awarded to Mr. William Chandless, for his recent unaided 
exploration of the River Purus from its mouth on the River Amazon nearly 
to its source, a distance of 1866 miles. A purse containing one hundred 
guineas was next presented to M. Du Chaillu, to reimbuurse him for the loss 
of his instruments in Western Africa, and also as a testimonial of the value 
of his services to the geography and chartography of the region he explored. 
A gold watch was also awarded to Moola Abdul Medjid, for services rendered 
to geographical science by his adventurous journey from Peshawur to Kokand 
along the upper valley of the Oxus and across the Pamir steppes. 

Sir Roderick Murchison then delivered his annual address. After referring 
to the losses the society had sustained in the deaths of Lord Palmerston, Dr. 
Whewell, Admiral Sir William Smith, Sir William Hooker, Dr. Barth, Sir 
Jotn Richardson, and other eminent men, the address alluded to the labours 
of the hy hic department of the Admiralty and the meteorological 
department e Board of Trade. Sir Roderick went on to state that 
he had learnt with great satisfaction, through a letter of Dr. Livingstone 
to his daughter, that he had reached the mouth of the Rovuma River 
in an Arab dhow. The Doctor wrote in the full persuasion that he 
will not only reach the watershed between his own Lake Nyanza 





and the Tanganyika of Burton and Speke, but also be able to settle the 
question as to the elevation and drainage of the latter. He then hopes to set 
at rest the dispute as to whether this lake be really the ultimate southern 
water-basin of the Nile. Sir Roderick then paid an eloquent tribute to the 
great services of Mr. Baker in Northern Africa, and also eulogised the efforts 
of Mr. Whymper in surmounting the highest peaks of the Alps. Mr 
Whymper believed it was possible to trace by land the extent of Greenland 
to the north, which was one of the main geographical objects of the late 
polar expeditien. A preliminary trip would be made next summer, and the 
president considered this enterprise as the me plus witra of indivi Br ’ 
geographical adventure. The address was warmly applauded.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


EARL BATHURST. 

The Right Hon. Henry George Bathurst, D.C.L., fourth Earl Bathurst, 

of Bathurst, in the 
county of Sussex, Baron 
Bathurst, of Battlesden, 
in the county of Bed- 
ford, and Baron Apsley, 
of Apsley, in the county 
of Sussex, who died on 
the 25th ult., at his 
seat near Cirencester, 
Gloucestershire, was the 
eldest son of Henry, 
third Earl Bathurst, 





third daughter of Lord 
George Henry Lennox, 
and sister of Charles, 
fourth Duke of Rich- 
mond, KEG. He was 
born Feb. 24, 1790, and 
was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. in 
1811, M.A. in 1814, and 
D.C.L. in 1820. He was M.P. for Cirencester from 1812 to 1834, and during 
that period was a Commissioner of the India Board. He succeeded his 
father, as fourth Earl, July 26, 1834. As his Lordship was never married, the 
earldom and other titles pass to his next brother, now William Lennox, fifth 
Ear! Bathurst, born Feb. 14, 1791, and formerly Clerk of the Privy Council. His 
nephew, Allen Alexander Bathurst, Esq., M.P. for Cirencester, only son of the 
late Hon. Thomas Seymour Bathurst, becomes heir presumptive to the family 
honours. The family of Bathurst is said to have come into England with the 
Saxons, from a place called Batters, in the duchy of Lunenburg. It is certainly 
of very ancient standing in the counties of Sussex, Kent, x its, Wilts, 
and Glou: stershire. The Bathursts, immediate ancestors of the Earls 
Bathurst, were stanch Cavaliers under the Stuarts: the head of the 
house temp. Charles II. was Governor of the Royal African Company and 
Governor of the East india Company. From his younger sons spring the 
Bathurst Baronets and the Bathursts of Lidney, and his eldest son was the 
first Barl Bathurst, and was a very remarkable man. He was an active 
politician in the reign of Queen Anne, who created him a Baron in 1712, and 
he was made an Earl, sixty years afterwards, in the reign of George III. He 
lived to see his son Lord Chancellor of England and a Peer, as Lord Apsley. 
Earl Bathurst was of very social habits, and was the friend of Swift, 
Atterbury, Pope, Addison, Prior, Congreve, and Gay. The old Earl stood some- 
what in awe of his dignified son the Chancellor, and it is narrated that after 
dinner,on the Chancellor leaving the table early, the Earl used to say to his 
other guests, “‘ Now that solemn fellow is gone, let us have up some more wine, 
and enjoy ourselves.” Edmund Burke, in his speech on therise and tness of 
the British American colonies, thus a alluded to this Earl Bathurst :— 
“The growth of America has happened within sixty-eight years. There are 
those alive whose memory might touch the two extremities. For instance, 
my Lord Bathurst might remember all the stages of the progress. He was in 
1704 of an age at least to be made to comprehend such things. He was then 
old enough actu parentum jam legere, et qua sit poterit cognoscere virtus. 
Suppose, Sir, that the angel of this auspicious youth, foreseeing the many 
virtnes, which made him one of the most amiable, as he is one of the most 
fortunate, men of his age, had opened to him in vision that, when in the 
fourth generation, the third Prince of the house of Brunswick had sat 
twelve years on the throne of that nation, which (by the happy issue of 
moderate and healing councils) was to be made Great Britain, he should see 
his son, Lord Chancellor of England, turn back the current of hereditary 
dignity to its fountain, and raise him to a higher rank of peerage, whilst 
he enriched the family with a new one.’ Earl Bathurst died, from a fall 
from his horse, on the 16th of September, 1775, and was succeeded by his son, 
Lord Apsley, the Chancellor, who was the second Earl Bathurst, and the 
grandfather of the Earl just dead and of the present Earl.

He withdrew into private life in 1841, but returned to affairs, in 1848, 
to occupy the post of Hungarian Minister at the Imperial Court under the 
Batthyany Ministry. His last mission was to represent Austria, in 1856, at 
the coronation of the Emperor of Russia, Alexander II.
